There still is faith in many quarters 
that the Southern Cross, the stout 
steamer that Lieutenant Shackleton, 
the British explorer. used on one of 
his <Antartic expeditions, weathered 
the blizzard. No wreckage has been 
reported. 

The Southern Cross is a slow ship, 
able to steam only five knots an hour 
under the best conditions and if driven 
far by the gale, it is pointed out, it 
would take her some time to work 
back into communication with the rest 
of the fleet. 

In the absence of Governor David- 
son and Premier Morris, the acting 
premier, Mr. Bennett, directed the work 
of caring for the dead and wounded. 
Every physician and nurse in the city 
volunteered for service. They were 
aided by squads from the naval! 
serve ship Calypso, and various mili- 
tary organizations. The new Grenfell 
institue was turned into a morgue. 

Disaster tUnavoidabie. 

The disaster which overtook the New 
Foundland’s hunters was unavoidable, 
according to Captain Kandell, of the 
Bellaventure. Tuesday dawned some- 
what overcast, but with no hint of 
blizzard conditions, he said, so that it 
was quite permissible to put men on 
the ice after seals. Four ships were 
within sight of him, the New Found- 
land, Stephano, Florizel and Bellavent- 
ure. These had a total of a thousand 
men on the ice. His own hunters had 
encountered a small body of seals soon 
after leaving the ship and were out for 
only an hour.

VILLA IS HOTLY PURSUING 
ROUTED FORCES OF HUERTA 


Rebel General Leaves Tor- 
reon to Attempt to Cap- 
ture or Annihilate Army 
of General Velasco. 


CORPSES OF FEDERALS 
CREMATED AT TORREON 


Villa Was the Soul of the 
Conflict at Torreon, and 
the Credit of Victory Be- 
longs to Him—No Whole- 
sale Executions. 


Torreon, Mex., April 3—(Via El 
Paso, Texas, April 4.)—This city, 
from which General Refugio Velasco 
and most of the uninjured of his com- 
mand fled yesterday, was occupied by 
the rebels in force today, and the work 
of burning the bodies of the dead, 
clearing away the wreckage of shell- 
shattered adobe walls, street barri- 
cades and barbed wire entanglements 
Was begun. 

While Villa took a large number of 
prisoners, Velasco escaped from the 
Canyon De Huarache with a consider- 
able portion of his force. He was pur- 
sued last night by General Hernandez, 
who today reported.that he had fought 
a small rear guard engagement with 
the retreating force, and later General 
Villa, with reinforcements, left here 
to make an attempt to capture or an- 
nihilate it. 

Non-combatants here with whom the 
Associated Press correspondent talked 
today, estimated Velasco’s garrison did 
not number more than 5,000 men, of 
whom 1,500 weer killed or wounded. 

When Velasco fled he left behind in 
the military hospital two hundred 
wounded. | 

When the rebels entered the place 
they found only one nurse, Dorothea 
de la Cruz, in attendance. She said 
that the other rurses followed the 
army. 

Wounded Not Harmed. 


The patients were in a high state 
of anxiety, for they had been told that 
Villa took no prisoners. They were 
reassured by H, 8S, Cunard-Cummins, 
the British vice consul at Gomez Pala- 
cio, who entered the hospital first, 
climbing over bodies of the wounded 


who had died there. The air was foul 
with the odor of dried blood. The 


British official announced that Villa 
had assured him none of the wounded 
would be harmed. Those who had the 
strength raised themselves on their 
elbows from pallets on the floor and 
from their cots and cried a feeble 
“Viva Villa.”’ 

The nurse was soothing a dying pa- 
tient, who with his last breath -joined 
the cheering, and then sank back dead. 

Persons who say they were eye- 
witnesses declare that Velasco sum- 
marily executed three Spaniarfs, whom 
he accused of firing on his troops. The 
wife of one of these, Lotero Lopez, at- 
tempted to shield her husband, and 
the same bullet killed both. 

Three hundred and fifty Spaniards, 
including women and children, took 
refuge in a bank building, under the 
protettion of American Consul Ulmer, 
who remained in town throughout the 
battle. The insurgents have shown no 
disposition to harm those Spaniards 
who are known to have remained neu- 
tral. Other foreigners, including 
fifty-five Chinese, Syrians and <Aus- 
trians and 100 Americans, were un- 
harmed, so far as could be learned to- 
day. 

Velasco Reported Wounded. 

It was reported that General Velasco 
himself was wounded, but this report, 
like the one that he went insane in 
the trenches, could not be confirmed, 
and the impression prevails that he 
still is at the head of his troops. Two 
federal generals were killed and three 
wounded. 

it is said here that Velasco's re- 
treat was brought about by his losses 
in the night assaults made by the 
rebels and indications that his soldiers, 
worn out by the prolonged fighting and 
fearful of the cruelties which they 
were told Villa practiced on the 
wounded prisoners, were on the verge 
of mutiny. 

In the course of the house to house 
fighting rebels and federals frequently 
came within talking distance of each 
other and in some cases got on such 
friendly terms that they ceased firing 
enti~ely. In most of these cases the 
federass were persuaded to remain 
when Velasco retreated and they will 
be enrolled under the rebel banner. 

At least a fortnight and probably a 
longer period will be required to re- 
organize the army before the expected 
campaign against Saltillo and Monterey 
can be made. 

Rebel leaders are awaiting news of 
the political effect of their victory on 
Mexico City and Washington 

The federal artillery was superior to 
that of the rebels, many of whose 
shells proved defective,

“What, boy, do you find the dancing 
floor too roguh?’ he chided a soldier 
who, on some pretext, was making for 
the rear. 

Villa was in his headquarters at 
Gomez Palacio Thursday night when 
Torreon fell. Almost up to the hour 
of the federal flight he could not see 
the end of the battle and that morning 
had telegraphed for bigger cannon, 
for it seemed as if his artillery was in- 
adequate to dislodge the enemy from 
their positions in Huarache canyon. 

His black, thick hair was mussed and 
standing straight up for the most part, 
and a six-day stubble of beard was on 
his face. News of the evacuation had 
reached him, and he smiled, fairly 
burning his answers to questions put 
by newspaper-men. 

“Tell the public that after eleven 
days’ fighting the federals evacuated 
Torreon, leaving their dead and 
wounded behind them. That !s all,” he 
concluded. 

Stories are told here of alleged in- 
sults to the American flag perpetrated 
by federal soldiers, who were en- 
raged by rumors that a large number 
of Americans were in Villa’s army. As 
a matter of fact, there were but nine. 
None of them was killed or wounded. 

Dr. A. N. Carr, an American resi- 
dent of Torreon, was the only physi- 
clan on duty when the rebels took the 
town. He transferred his services’ to 
Villa and the latter instructed him to 
continue his work in the hospital. 

The formal entry into the city was 
without ceremony. The victory has 
greatly raised the spirits of the sol- 
diers, who have come through a very 
trying campaign and who now talk 
confidently of taking the national capi- 
tal itself. 


WASHINGTON WATCHING 
CONDUCT OF THE REBELS 


Washington, April 4.—Anticipating a 
period devoid o important engage- 
ments in central Mexico, where Villa’s 
army rests after its capture of Tor- 
reon, the interest of the officials here 
centers on how far rules of civilized 
warfare will be observed in the treat- 
ment of federal prisoners. 

The conduct of constitutionalists in 
their hour of triumph is being given 
close attention by officials whose ad- 
vice may have much weight in dg- 
termining the future policy of the 
United States. It was said today at 
the state department that constitu- 
tionalists here believe consideration of 
their claims to recognition cannot be 
delayed much longer. The statement 
attributed to the rebel leaders at Tor- 
reon that they were awaiting news of 
the political effect of their victory on 
Washington also is taken as a sign of 
general expectancy that the United 
States government will recognize their 
claims. 

Conditions precedent to _ political 
recognition in such cases always have 
been regarded as involving the estab- 
lishment of a regular government at 
some capital and the possession of one 
or more seaports through which the 
new government can communicate with 
the outside world. Recent reports as- 
sert that Tampico is about to surrender 
to the constitutionalists without 
further fighting. In that case it will 
remain only for, General Carranza to 
locate a capital }nd appoint a cabinet 
and other admin strative officers to 
claim recognition. 

The United States, however, is likely 
to go slow in admitting this claim. Al- 
ready the constitutionalists, through 
the lifting of the embargo on arms and 
munitions of war, have received sub- 
stantial advantage, and some authori- 
ties on international law are suggest- 
ing weighty objections to actual politi- 
cal recognition at this stage. 


CAPTURE OF TORREON 
DENIED BY GEN. HUERTA 


Mexico City April 4.—The federal 
government téday still obstinately de- 
nied the capture of Torreon by the 
rebels. It was assumed in many quar- 
ters, however, that General Huerta 
and his miniaters were not in igno- 
rance of the f of that city. 

It was suggest 
ing of the news om the public was 
based on psycholdgical rather than on 
military grounds.} It was pointed out 
by serious inded people here that the 
temperament of Ahe Mexican populace 
was such thet ws of a disaster like 
the fall of eon might easily start 
an avalanche of public opinion against 
the administration which might find 
itself thoroughly embarrassed at a 
most critical moment of its career. 

The taking of Torreon gives the con- 
stitutionalists control of practically 
half the republic with the exception of 
the cities of Saltillo and Monterey, the 
capitals of the states of Coahuila and 
Nuevo Leon, respectively. 

Velasco in Great Danger. 


Military men regard the retreat of 
General Velasco from Torreon as a 
most dangerous undertaking, and they 
consider the positions of General Ja- 
vier de Moure and General Joaquin 
Maas at San Pedro are precarious. 

So far as Known here the federal 
troops still have possession of the rail- 
road between Torreon and Saltillo. At 
the latter place connections can be 
made with the south. 

The rebels, however, infest the re- 
gion along this main line south of 
Saltillo. One body, under General 
Gutierrez, has its headquarters at Con- 
ception Del Oro, the terminus of a 
branch line from Saltillo, and within 
striking distance of the main line. The 
presence of this body and that of other 
rebel forces in the same vicinity ren- 
ders improbable an unopposed retreat 
of the federals toward the south. 

Northward from Saltillo toward 
Monterey little difficulty might be en- 
countered by the federal troops, and 
it is not improbable that the fugitives 
from Torreon will make an attempt 
to join the federal garrison at Mon- 
terey. 

The escape of General Velasco and 
his men from the rebels, however, does 
not appear to be a simple task. Their 
retreat southwest toward Durango or 
to the north or east is said by military 
men to be impossible until they cut 
their way through rebel territory. 

The railroad which connects Torreon 
and Zacatecas to the south long has 
been out of commission and now serves 
only to mark the trail over which 
General Velasco and his troops will 
have to march. Before reaching Zaca- 
tecas it is thought certain that Gen- 
eral Velasco will encounter the rebel 
forces under General Panfilo Natera 
and will probably suffer from flanking 
attacks by rebel troops from Durango, 


Next Move of Rebels. 


Military men not intimately connect- 
ed with the federal administration ex- 
press the opinion today that General 
Velasco’s retreat will resolve itself 
into an effort of each man for him- 
self. They say that the next move 
of the rebels will be to begin, cam- 
paigns against Saltillo and Monterey 
and pessibly a subsidiary expedition 
against Zacatecas, south of ‘orreon. 

At the same time the rebel task of 
attacking Tampico on the east coast 
continues under the direction of Gen- 
eneral Pablo Gonzalez from his head- 
quarters in the city of Victoria. 

Another large quantity of small 
arms and machine guns—although it 
is not to be compared with the amount 
captured at Torreon—was added to the 
rebel supply this week when a fed- 
eral force under Colonel Enriquez 
Perez was cut to pieces northwest of 
San Luis Potosi. 

The federal generals, Moure and Hi- 
dalgo,. are said to have twenty 
thirty fleld guns and a iarge supply 
of ammunition. General Hidalgo is 
believed to be at Saltillo, but hopes to 
join General Moure east of Torreon. 

If the rebel troops capture all the 


guns which were in possession of Gen- 
eral Velasco, military men declare that! 
they will have a majority of the field | 


pieces in the. republic. Should the 
equipment of Generals Moure and Hi- 
dalgo be added to this, their position 
will be greatly superior to that of the 
Huerta forces.

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DEAD HORSES AND MEN 
PILED HIGH IN TORREON 


Villa Took Only 30 Prisoners 
Alive and Unwounded—-On 
to Capital, Villa’s Cry. 


Chihuahua, Mexico, April 4.—When 
General Villa took Torreon he took 
only thirty prisoners alive and un- 
wounded, according to information re- 
ceived here today.. Whether this means 
many were executed or that General 
Refugio Velasco, the crippled but 
valiant federal commander, escaped 
with nearly all of his army not dead 
or disabled, could not be learned. How- 
ever, it is known that he made the 
first few miles of his escape on troop 
trains which he abandoned when he 
came to the first place where the rails 
had been removed. This circumstance 
is construed in favor of the reports 
that he got away with the remnant of 
his army intact. 
Dead Horses and Dead Men. 

A dispatch from an Italian army 
officer with the rebel artillery re- 
ceived today from Torreon says: 

“Dead horses and dead men are piled 
high in the streets and plaza and the 
ruins of the city are spattered with 
blood. It is impossible to estimate the 
number of federal dead, but super- 
ficial inspection of public places would 
indicate that not less than 2,000 bodies 
are scattered about. It will be a task 
to get rid of the dead, but a gigantic 
funeral pyre probably will be built 
and the bodies of men and animals in- 
cinerated. 

“Among the dead are some of the 
picked ruralists who fought against 
Zapata in the south, who were sent 
north to attempt to check Villa’s vie- 
torious march. When Villa entered the 
city only the thirty who were made 
prisoners remained to tell the tragic 
story of their defeat. During theclose 
of the fighting Thursday, when the 
federal garrison saw defeat was ceér- 
tain, they threw down their arms and 
took to flight.” 

The Italian's account of the number 
of dead is not relied on here. 

Consular Agent Powers, of Parral, 
who was arrested charged with pass- 
ing counterfeit money, still is under 
charges, but is at liberty on parole.

As to Villa’s future movements lo- 
cal strategists say they believe that, 
having rested and refitted his army, 
he will proceed simultaneously against 
Saltillo and Monterey, to the east, and 
Zacatecas, to the south. Assuming 
success in the exploits, they say the 
two armies then will reunite probably 
at San Luis Votosi for the campaign 
against Mexico City. They assume, it 
is said, that Mazatlan and Tampico 
will be reduced by rebel forces already 
threatening them.

VELASCO NOT CRUSHED; 
VILLA MUST FIGHT AGAIN 


April 4.—The rebels 
still have another battle to fight if 
they wish to annihilate the federal 
army which fled Thursday night from 
Torreon, say those in close touch with 
constitutionalist officers. 

While the odds are said to be in the 
rebel favor, an admission of General 
Carranza's tonight was considered sig- 
nificant. It was that his telegraphic 
conference with General Villa this 
evening concerned the sending of ad- 
ditional troops and supplies to San 
Pedro and Parras, where General 
Velasco, the federal commander, led 
his troops from Torreon. 

“There is no news from San -Pedro, 
because the federals in their retreat 
cut all the wires and burned the tele- 
Sraph poles. We are hoping that a 
courier will arrive at Torreon or 
Gomez Palacto tonight with news,” 
said General Carranza.

While there is no disposition: to’ in- 
Sinuate that Velasco can defeat the 
elated rebels with the remnant of an 
irmy whose spirits have been affected 
9y a defeat and great hardships, it is 
pointed out that he is probably able 
to inflict considerable damage.

Previous reports placed the 
number of pursuing rebels at 4,000 and 
the fact that the Carranza-Villa con- 
ference concerned reinforcements is 
said to indicate one of two things— 
either that another battle of large pro- 
portions is expected, or that the rebels 
are attempting to minimize their own 
prospective losses by bringing over- 
Whelmingly superior numbers to bear.

Washington, April 4.—Officials of 
the interstate commerce commission ex- 
pressed’ confidence today that the long 
hearing on the general 5 per cent in- 
crease in freight rates sought by the 
railroads of official classification ter- 
ritory had entered on its final stage 
with the opposition of the lake and 
rail-shippmg interests, begun today 
here before Chairman Harlan and 
Commissioner MeChord.

MEXICAN POLICY 


Leader of the Ulster Rebels 


SCORED AND LAUDED 


President Wilson’s Course 
Criticised and Defended at 
Session of American Acad- 
emy of Political Science. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 4.—President 
Wilson's Mexican policy was criticised 
and defended at today’s session of the 
American Academy of Political and So- 
clal Science at which the situation in 
the neighboring republic, its problems 
and obligations, were discussed; but 
there was a general agreement among 
the speakers that there will be no per- 
manent peace in that war-torn country 
until the land question is settled. 

There was a long list of speakers 
who took up various phases of the 
complex Mexican situation and most 
of them agreed there should be go in- 
tervention, except as an extreme re- 
sort. 


Gillette Attacks Wilson. 

Major Cassius E. Gillette, formerly 
of the United States army, described 
conditions in Mexico and declared that 
it was his belief that the president of 
the United: States would not be un- 
willing to become a war hero in order 
to get a second term. The speaker was 
hissed. He said he knew what he 
said would arouse protest and prophe- 
sied that such a situation would come 
about. 

Under a five-minute rule for discus-| 
sion Congressman S. F. Prouty, of 
lowa, resented the remarks of Major 
Gillette. 

“Although I am aé republican and 
have fought all my life to defeat dem- 
ocrats,” he said, “I will uphold with 
all my power the president of my 
country in his. Mexican policy and in 
his efforts to avert war.” He also re- 
sented, he said, “dragging the presi- 
dent down to the level of Huerta.” 

The killing of.foreigners in Mexico, 
the lowa congressman said, is an in- 
cident of war and he ventured to add: 
that there have been fewer Americans 
Killed in Mexico than there have been 
by gunmen in New York. 

Austen G. Fox, a delegate of the 
American Bar association, who pre- 
sided at today’s session, believed Mr. 
Wilson would “rather see the Monroe 
doctrine an obsolete myth than engage 
in war with anyone.”

Be Organized—Play Will 
Be Faster Than Ever Be- 
fore.

Indications point to one of the best 
seasons that amateur baseball has ever 
had in the city, and the outlook at 
the present for some great amateur 
baseball is very bright, indeed. ; 

Already more teams have sighified 
their intention of entering and play- 
ing out the entire season than have 
done so in several seasons in the past, 
and all the leagues that have been or- 
ganized to date appear to have first- 
class teams in their organization. 

Another new feature of amateur ball 
this year is the way 
being organized, having only six teams 
in each league. Six-team leagues are

Park Board League. 

The recently organized Park Board 
league, new to amateur ball in At- 
lanta, should prove to be a huge suc- 
cess.

|Heydler Will Give Out 


Averages of All Players 
Regardless of Contests 


By Ernest J. Lanigan. 


John Heydler, secretary of the Na- 
tional league, is .contemplating fur- 


yearly compiles and issues. This im- 
provement is the printing of the rec- 
ords of the players who take part in 
less than fifteen games, these rec- 
ords being kept each year, but never 
made public. Consequently, when base- 
ball experts desire to get a complete 
record of a certain player, they can- 
not obtain all the required informa- 
tion from the baseball guides and have 
to apply to the league secretaries tor 
the missing data. 

Sporting editors whose papers make 
a specialty of answering questions 
about the national pastimers will ap- 
plaud Heydler’s determination of print- 
ing the record of the limited oppor- 
tunity class; no one conected with base- 
ball, not even Heydler himself, hav- 
ing an idea who it was that made 
the rule that a player wasn't to get 
a record unless he took part in fif- 
teen games. 

Affects 125 Players. 

One hundred and twenty-five noble 
athletes were denied records by the 
National league’s able secretary last 
season because he followed precedent 
and didn’t take any cognizance of the 
men who participated in less than fif- 
teen games. There probably were just 
as many men in the American league 
whose performances were not made 
public by Ban Johnson’s official statis- 
tician—Irwin M. Howe. 

According to the guide books, the 
first year Christy Mathewson was in 
the Nationalldeague was 1901, but real- 
ly “Big Six’ broke into fast company 
in 1900. “Rube” Marquard gets into 
the guides for the first time as a Na- 
tional leaguer in 1909, and is not in 
them at all in 1910. The facts about 
the holder of the modern record for 
consecutive victories is that he figured 
in one victory in 1908 and in four wins 
and four losses in 1910. Al Demaree’s 
first record in the guide books is in 
1913, but his National league debut 
was accomplished in 1912. 

Stars’ Cases. 

The same condition of affairs re- 
garding prominent pastimers crops up 
in the American league. Kddie Col- 
lins first donned the livery of , the 
Wiite Klephants in 1906, playing under 
the alias of ‘Sullivan’ .and covering 
himself with errors, yet he doesn't 
break into the averages until a year 
later. Frank Baker is awarded his 
first record in 1909, but he played un- 
der Connie Mack in the fag end of 
the season of 1908, hitting close to 
the .300 notch that campaign, but not 
manufacturing any of those four-bag 
blows that since have made him fa- 
mous until the following year. 

Tris Speaker, Chalmers car winner 
in 1912, is shown by the record books 
to have reached fast company in 1908, 
but as a matter of fact he was with 
the Red Sox in the fall of 1907, play- 
ing his first game for them on Sep- 
tember 14, 1907, when he batted for 
Minstrel Man Morgan in the eighth 
inning of a game in Philadelphia, 
Jimmy Dygert pitching. Two days 
later Tris again did a pinch hitting 
trick in a game in Washington, Char- 
ley Smith pitching, and on September 
17 he played his first full game in the 
American, getting a hit off Tom 
Hughes and accepting his lone chance 
in the field. Speaker's batting aver- 
age that year was .282. 

Heydler has made a lot of improve- 
ments in the National league averages 
in the last few years. He was the first 
secretary to give the number of com- 
plete games pitched by each man, the 
first to adopt the new earned runs 
system and the first to place the full 
names of the players in the records.

Federal League Placed 
On Defensive, By Court; 
Pirates Win Their Suit 


’ 

Grand Rapids, Mich., April 4.—De- 
cision as to the winner in battle be- 
tween the new Federal baseball league 
and organized baseball, as represented 
by the National league, is up to the 
umpire, Judge Clarence W. Sessions, 
of the United States district court for 
western Michigan. 

Arguments of counsel 
brought by 
Chicago Federal league club to enjoin 
William J. Killifer, Jr., from continu- 
ing in the service of the Philadelphia 
National league club or any other than 
the Chicago Federal league organiza- 
tion were completed late today, and 
the judge took the case under advise- 
ment. He announcéd he would not 
render a decision before next Tuesday, 
and possibly not for a week or ten 
ays. 

While the counsel for the Federal 
league centered their attack upon the 
reserve clause of contracts In organ- 
ized baseball and the so-called ten- 
day clause permitting a club to dis- 
pense with a contracted player's serv- 
ices at any time after a ten days’ no- 
tice, the issue went off at a tangent 
when Judge Sessions, during the argu- 
ment, raised the question as to the 
Federal league’s moral rights in the 
matter. 

Judge’s Questions. 

Under hypothetical questions di- 
rected at counsel for ‘the Federal 
league, the judge pointed out that Kil- 
lifer and the management of the Phil- 
adelphia club are the parties to the 
contract containing the reserve and 
ten-day clauses, and both have said 
they are satisfied. Further, he re- 
ferred to the Chicago Federal league 
club as an outsider, not a party to the 
contract, but nevertheless seeking re- 
lief from the court on a breach of the 
original contract which it, by offering 
larger inducements, might have in- 
spired. He said: 

“He who seeks equity must him- 
self come into court with clean hands. 
You, having been a sparty to the breach 
of obligation, clainy you are entitled 
to an enforcement of the contract, not- 
withstanding your action in that re- 
gard.”’ 

Judge Sessions questioned counsel 
for the complainant with regard to 
the knowledge of the Chicago Federal 
league club magnates of the existence 
of the Philadelphia contract and re- 
serve clause. He stated plainly this 
was one of the complexing questions 
of the case for the court. He added 
the remedy sought by the complainants 
is extraordinary in the United States 
district; that temporary’ § injunctions 
are not granted except on a showing 
of absolute right. 

Gates’ Defense. 

In defense of his position that the 
Chicago Federals had come into court 
with “clean hands,” Attorney E. E. 
(yates asserted that, granting the in- 
validity of the reserve clause, Killifer 
had discharged all moral obligations 
under it when he waited until January 
14, 1914, before signing with the Fed- 
erals. 

Attorney George Pepper, of Phila- 
delphia, took the other side. His ar- 
fument was woven around the epi- 
gram: “Should the seducer of an @m- 
ployee be entitled to equity in court?’ 

Attorneys for the National league 
club took occasion briefly to defend 
the reserve clause and the ten-day 
clause. 

Affidavits by President James A. 
Gilmore, of the Federal league; Joe 
Tinker, manager of that club; Charles 
Weeghman, president of the Chicago 
Federal league club, and several others 
were filed to show that Killifer’s serv- 
ices were of value to the Chicago Fed- 
erals.

“Until the court rules whether our 
contracts are legal or illegal in the 
Killifer case, we do not intend making 
a move,” said Tinker. “If our con- 
tracts hold good, Pitchers Blanding 
and Kahler, of the Cleveland club, 
must return to our organization as will 
several other players. 

‘Should the decision be 
our organization, baseball 
will be illegal, thus enabling us to of- 
fer inducements to major league stars 
to affiliate with us. We can’t lose, no 
matter what the decision of the court.” 

Tinker is authority for the state- 
ment that the Federal league did 
make Ty Cobb an offer. He said Cobb 
knew what the could get if he wanted 
to leave the Detroit club, but made no 
move in that direction. 

Pirates Win Injunction. 

Hot Springs, Ark., April 1.—Organ- 
ized baseball won a notable victory 
here today when Chancellor J. P. Hen- 
derson rendered his decision in the 
injunction proceedings between the 
Federal league and the Pittsburg Na- 
tional league club, making permanent 
the injunction granted previously to 
the National league club against in- 
terference by the Federal league with 
players under contract with the Pitts- 
burg club.

Some 
times three and four profits were taken 
bv cutters, loggers, steamboat men and 
others, before the timber reached the 
sawmill. In eliminating these middle 
men, Weverhaeuser conceived the idea 
of the Mississippi Boom Liver and 
Logging company, a combination of the 
biggest men in the lumber industry of 
the middle west. He became president 
of the organization in 1871 and held 
the job for forty years. He acquired 
some of the largest and most valvable 
timber and mineral holdings in north- 
ern Michigan, Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota, and entered the Pacific coast field 
and the southern lumber field on a 
scale that made wealthy: men gasp.

Mr. Davis 
is much pleased with the results ob- 
tained from his crop and will go into 
it on a much larger scale another sea- 
son. ,

Macon, Ga., April 4.—(Special.)—Ths 
farmers of Bibb county are up in arms 
against the city ordinance -which re- 
quires that they pay a license fee to 
the city before they can sell wood and 
produce from wagons on the streets 
of Macon. At a meeting of the Bibb 
County Dairy, Agricultural and Live 
Stock institute this morning resolu- 
tions were adopted condemning the or- 
dinance and calling for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of ten farmers 
to go before the mayor and council and 
ask for the repeal of the ordinance. 

A petition is to be circulated 
throughout the county and an effort 
will be made to secure 1,000 
tures asking the city to remove 
tax placed on the farmers by the or- 
dinance. It is also planned to have 
between 400 and 500 farmers march 
on the city hall at an early date and 
tell the city fathers in person of their 
opposition to the measure. The farm- 
ers plan to drive to Macon from all 
parts of the county in wagons. 

The campaign to have the ordinance 
repealed follows on the heels of’ the 
conviction of J. D. McPhersom in the 
recorder’s court a few days ago of sell- 
ing wood in the city without a license. 
He has appealed the case to the su- 
perior court, and it is now pending 
there, the -validity of the ordinance 
being attacked. 

Letters have been received from 160 
cities througihout the south, and less 
than 1 per cent of them make the 
farmers pay a license. Mayor Davant, 
of Savannah, writes that the system 
in vogue here is “outrageous.” He 
Says Savannah does everything possi- 
bie to encourage the farmers to do 
their trading in that city.

May Consolidate Schools, 

Macon, Ga. April 4.—(Special.)—A 
consolidation 
the rural districts of Bibb county, so 
aS to have fewer schools with more 
rooms and teachers and better equip- 
ment than now being used, may be a 
thing of the not far distant future. 

Superintendent C. H. Bruce, of the 
public school system of Bibb county, 
took the matter up with the farmers 
of the country at their regular meet- 
ing here today and secured their in- 
dorsement of the proposition. 

It is proposed that the number of 
Schools, which is now close to fifty, 
be reduced to about eight, with five 
and six-room buildings, equipped with 
plenty of ground and a laboratory to 
be used in giving the pupils special 
training in subjects relating to the 
farm. Among the subjects it is de- 
sired to teach are selection of seed, 
milk testing and the growing of cot- 
ton and other products. Among the 
subjects which it is proposed to elim- 
inate are Latin and Greek. 

The plan now under consideration 
is for wagons to gather up the chil- 
dren each morning, taking them to 
school and returning them to 
homes in the afternoon. 

Superintendent Bruce has agreed to 
lay the entire matter before the board 
of education and the farmers have 
pledged him their support.

for a good many years. There is talk 
that the rotation plan may be abol- 
ished after this year and the district, 
as a whole, make the nomination. The 
district is composed of Muscogée, Mari- 
on and Chattahoechee counties, and 
Muscogee furnishes the senator every 
alternate term. 

Hon. B. S. Miller, of Muscogee, is 
the present senator, and a strong sen- 
timent developed to keep him in office, 
as he has made a brilliant record, and 
indications pointed to his election as 
president of the state senate in case 
he should be returned.

Chattahoochee county retains its priv- 
ilege, however, and two of the citi- 
zens.of that county, C. C. Minter and 
W. D. Berry, have announced as can- 
didates for the senate, subject to the 
democratic nomination.

Some surprise was expressed at the 
critics who dwelt upon the fact that 
the New York district does not in- 
clude Jersey City and Newark and 
some nearby Connecticut points. It 
was recalled tonight, howevé@r, that the 
fact that these cities are put in the 
Philadelphia or Boston district will not 
prévent their having about the same 
relations with banks in New York as 
at present. <Aibout the only difference 
will be that their reserve funds will 
not be kept in New York. 


To Prevent Congestion. 


In this connection it was said that 
under the present system more than 
$3900,000,000 of reserves from small 
banks throughout the,country is usu- 
ally on deposit in four Danks in four 
great cities. In times of stress—as in 
19907—much of this great sum is out in 
call loans. When a crash comes, it 
was argued, the small banks are like- 
lv to find themselves unable to get 
their reserve funds from these cities. 

It was largely to cure such a oon- 
dition, it was said, that the districts 
were designed to be as nearly alike in 
capitalization of reserve banks as pos- 
si , With the idea that there shall be 
m such concentration of reserves in 
ths future. 

The charge that the committee was 
playing politics in its selection was met 
tonight with the assertion that if poli- 
tics had been a factor the committee 
would have been inclined to give a 
bank to Lincoln, Neb., the home of 
Secretary Bryan, to Louieville, where 
Senator James was anxious to see one 
located, and to Denver, favored by 
Senator Shafroth, who gave aid to the 
administration in the fight for the cur- 
rency act in congress. 

No formal protests against the com- 
mittee’s selections reached the treas- 
ury today, but several telegrams were 
received from commercial organiza- 
tions and business men in cities which 
failed to get banks, commending the 
committee’s choice. 

Selections Attacked in Heuse. 

Selection of cities for regional reserve 
banks was _ assailed by Representative 
Humphrey, Yepublican, of Washington, 
who declared in the house today that 
Richmond, Va., was selected as a fed- 
eral reserve city because it was the 
home of John Skelton Williams, a 
member of the organization committee. 

“When the currency bill was before 
the housé,” said Representative Hum- 
phrey, “I told the houge that it was 
designed to place the ctrrency sys- 
tem of the country in the hands of 
politicians and in the location of these 
reserve cities you have the first signs 
of that prediction coming to fulf*!- 
ment. Not one man in one hund«red 
will say that Richmond, Va., for in- 
stance, should be the center through 
which cities of the size of Washington 
and Baltimore should do business. It 
is a city small in population and busi- 
ness, and the only reason for its ap- 
pearance on the list of the twelve re-

States. This was learned here tonight 
from an authoritative source, with tne 
further information that American 
Minister Thompson and the Colombian 
authorities hope to sign the final pa- 
pers in about three weeks. 

‘The United States, it was said, had 
abandoned efort to obtain the canal 
route, because the Washington admin- 
istration did not consider it a practi- 
cable one for an ocean-to-ocean water- 
way. Colombia, on her part, is said to 
have dropped the effort to obtain free 
passage of her ships through the Pan- 
ama canal 

While the final figure has not been 
agreed on, it is said, as to the amount 
of indemnity the United States is to 
pay Colombia for the various economic 
and other losses, including the Vana 
railway rights, which she sustained, it 
understood here it will be between 
22,500,000 and $25,000,000. 
The treaty as finally agreed

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CREDIT MEN'S VIEW 


OF RESERVE BOARD. 


Board and Its Genesis--The 

Need of Men of Highest 
Qualifications — Methods 
Explained. 


The bulletin of the National Credit- 
men’s association, just issued, contains 
an analytical article discussing some 
phases of the new federal reserve act, 
which reads in part as follows: 

Article III. 

“Section III of the federal reserve act 
relating to branch offices of the fed- 
eral reserve banks is too indefinite in 
its treatment of what is likely to prove 
one of the most useful parts of the new 
system. 

“The branch offices will be the ar- 
terial system, and their usefulness as 
such will be demonstrated soon after 
the new law is put into working order. 

“The law distinctly requires each 
federal reserve bank to establish 
branch banks within the federal re- 
serve district in which it is located, and 
may do so in the district of any fed- 
eral reserve bank which may have 
been suspended. 

“Discretion as to whether or not 
branch banks may be established by 
federal reserve banks is not given un- 
der the law. Each federal reserve bank 
is required to establish branch banks, 
but there is no provision in the section 
as to the number of such banks to be 
established, or as to whether the popu- 
lation or commercial importance of the 
cities is to be considered in determin- 
ing their locality. 

“It is*presumed that regulations gov- 
erning these branch banks which it is 
incumbent upon the federal reserve 
bank to establish, will defend this por- 
tion of the system against risks of 
over-extension. Kach branch bank is 
to be governed by seven directors, four 
of whom will be selected by the fed- 
eral reserve bank of the district and 
three by the federal reserve board. 

“The law states that these directors 
shall possess the same qualifications as 
directors of the federal reserve banks, 
but this could not be literally inter- 
preted as the directors of federal re- 
serve banks are of three classes: and 
it can only be presumed that moral and 
mental qualifications are required, and 
also that such directors are not officers 
or employees of any member bank. 
These directors are to hold office dur- 
ing the pleasure regpectively of the 
parent bank and the federal reserve 
board, and one of them shall be desig- 
nated by the reserve bank as man- 
ager. 

“A safe extension of the system into 
cities of commercial importance is nec- 
essary and desirable in a flexible oper- 
ation of the new law and provisions for 
such extensions and their safeguarding 
against unnecessary risks might have 
been more specifically written into the 
law. 


The Federal Reserve Board. 


“The federal reserve board may be 
aptly termed the heart pulse of the new 
system and its powers are just as ex- 
tensive and embracing as the law itself. 

“The Baltimore platform of the dem- 
ocratic party declared against the cen- 
tral reserve association provided for in 
the Aldri ch- Vreeland monetary bill, 
vet it was distinctly recognized by stu- 
dents of banking and finance that there 
must be some co-ordinating power or 
| function in any adequate system, and 
so it became necessary to reconcile 
contradictory positions. 
provision for the federal reserve 
respected the declarations of 
platform and yet contributed that 
degree of regulation, control and .co- 
ordination which the framers of the 
act felt would furnish what was neces- 
scary for a safe and adequate system. 

“The proposition for a federal re- 
serve board provided for bv the act 
was unique in national banking svys- 
tems and was the storm center for the 
and spirited argument concern- 
ing the act during the period of its 
legislative consideration. The powers 
entrusted to the board are so extraor- 
dinary and yet necessary that in order 
to insure the system every facility for 
successful operation, its ex-officio and 
appointed members, must be men of 
skill, probity, patriotism and must 
tower above all suspicion of political 
influence or entanglements. This board 
has regulating and controlling powers, 
including the exercise of deep per- 
sonal discretion. It will.consist of 
seven members, two of whom are ex- 
officio—the secretary of the treasury, 
the comptroller of the currency—and 
five appointed by the president of the 
United States, by end with the advice 
and consent of the senate. 


The Powers of the Federal 
Board.

Cancer Cures.

, nd specialists who hav 
Physicians a p time te the study 
of cancer discussed the nature of the) 
disease and the treatment of it by ra-) 
dium and other means at &a special | 
American Society fori 
the Control of Cancer a few days ago. | 
The difference of opinion on this sub-! 
ject is startling, and the statements 
made at this convention prove that 
it is unsafe to draw any hard and fast 
rules regarding the metheds of cur- 
in this group of diseases commonly 
Known as cancers. 

Only one thing seems clear, and that 
is the lamentable fact that the disease 
is becoming more common in this 
country and Europe and that it ac- 
counts for 75,000 a year in this coun- 
trv and 500,000 deaths a year in civil- 
iged countries whose vital statistics) 
are available. Some specialists claim | 
that cancer is a disease of higher 
civilization and that it is due in part 
to over-eating. Others equally promi- | 
nent say that it is also a common, 
affliction of both wild and domestic 
animals and fish. Every cattile-raiser 
knows thtat lump jaw is one of the 
commonest of cattle diseases and that 
it is a form of cancer, and recognized 
as such by the health officers, who for- 
bid the use of the flesh of such ani- 
mals for food. At the aquarium in this 
city cancer is the chief cause of mor- 
tality amongst the fish confined in 
the tanks. As the discovery of the 
germ of cancer is disputed by many 
physicians, it is difficult to define the 
true character of the disease beyond 
those outward manifestations of it 
wiich are familiar to everyone, and 
thislack of exact knowledge leaves it 
open to disputants to say almost any- 
thing they wish about it. 

Radium has become the popular cure 
for cancer, but the claims in its favor 
are based on a weak foundation. It is} 
now a well-proved fact that the ra- 
dium rays have no effect on deep- 
seated cancers or tumors and the use 
of this recently discovered substance 
is therefore restricted to treating su-)| 
perficial cancers. As similar results: 
have been achieved by the use of the 
X-ray the indispensability of radium is 
therefore doubted by many physicians 
of note. Quite recently an account of 
treatment by the rays of the sua was 
published that casts still further doubt 
on the radium treatment. In this case 
the patient was exposed to bright sun- 
light for hours at a time and the ex- 
cancer from which he suf- 
fered was cauterized by the use of an 
ordinary. burning glass without pain, | 
the parts immediately surrounding the 
sore having been treated with cocaine 
in the ordinary manner. If the results 
of this treatment are as the doctor who 
followed the method claims, a cheap 
and simple way to treat cancer has 
been discovered that appeals to com- 
mon sense. 

In spite of all the talk about radium, 
the expenditure of vast sums of money 
to securé a supply of it do not seem 
warranted at the present time., If a 
system consisting of the use of the 
knife and the application of ordinary 
sunlight appears so promising, it 
should be given a thorough test. 
Should the sunlight treatment prove 
successful, it will put an end to a great 
deal of quackery, which would be 
something to be thankful for and 
which will certainly follow because 
sunlight is netiher expensive nor 
mysterious. 


Feeding Chickens Gravel So 
They Will Weigh More. 


In the current issue of Farm and 
Fireside appears the following: 

“A new side light on the high cost 
of live voultry has been brought to 
notice in New York city. Live chickens 
that ar3 ravenously hungry after 
reaching the railroad yards are fed a 
paste made of gravel, sand, and ground 
rock, using a little sticky flour for a 
binder. ‘The famished birds will greed- 
ily cram their craws with as much as a 
half pound of this rock ballast, which 
being indigestible remains in the birds’ 
digestive tracts for days until the con- 
sumers’ hands are reached. In a five- 
pound chicken the gravel adds tbout 
ten per cent to the consumers’ price. 

“In a year the ten million pounds of 
sand and gravel thus cost the people 
of New York about $1,500,000.”

Heating Orchards. 


In the current issue of Farm and 
Firaside Dr. J. E. Church, meteorologist 
at the Nevada agricultural experiment 
station, writes an article entitled 
“Keeping the Frost Away From the 
Fruit.” He gays that after an orchard 
phas been well selected it must be well 
protected if it is to pay dividends. The 
factor that determines success or fail- 
ure is the elimination of frost, because 
the havoc that can be wrought by frost 
far exceeds that possible through any 
other single agency and usually all 
other agencies combined. To eliminate 
frost either a frostless belt must be 
found or orchard-heating must be prac- 
ticed. Although a frostless belt does 
not exist except in the far south. the 
choice of land in belts and on slopes 
free from frost and the adequate use 
of orchard-heating’ will practically as- 
sure the prevention of frost. In regard 
to the heating of orchards he writes in 
part as follows: 

“Long experience has demonstrated 
the superiority of the oil heater ove: 
all other devices. 

“One heater should be provided for 
each tree, and a row of heaters around 
the orchard if the windbreak is de- 
ficient or the wind varies in direction 
Some orchardists place a double row 
of heaters on the windward side: 100 
heaters per acre should be surfeien 
for most emergencies. Where pobsible 
the individual heaters’ should be so 
placed as to throw their heat and 
smoke among the blossoms to warm the 
air in contact with them. If the or- 
chard is uneven in quality or bearing 
it is wise, if any alarm is felt for the 
safety of the-whole, to concentrate the 
heaters around the more profitable 
trees.”’

Banking 
interests are predicting a rapid re- 
vival in business. The metal markets 
are diverse factors, with good reports 
in copper and poor in steel. Invest- 
ment demand for high-grade securities 
is active, with better buying in state 
and municipal bonds than has been 
seen in many months. This is because 
of the lessened interest in railroad se- 
curities, with even the best securities 
from roads feeling the effect of the 
general uncertainty as to the future 
of public utilities in this country. 
Railroad securities, as a result, have 
been easier in the bond market, with a 
corresponding advance in quasi-public 
issues. Banks are in very good condi- 
tion, with money plentiful. One of the 
most favorable factors of the last few 
months has been that, despite general 
pessimism in finance and business, new 
securities have met with continued 
zood reception. 

The banks met their April 1 quarter- 
ly dividend and interest disbursments 
without difficulty and without a ma- 
terial advance of current loaning rates. 
Call money went barely above 2 per 
cent, a most unusual thing to see at 
the turn of a quarter year when high 
call rates usually prevail. The outlook, 
however, is for a little stiffening in 
rates, as there are very heavy needs 
for funds this month for maturing 
securities. Reports of money condi- 
tions all over the world indicate a 
favorable easing in all centers during 
the quarter just closed, with money 
plentiful and cheap nearly everywhere, 
while at the end of 1913, tight money 
and high rates were prevalent in many 
places. 

The Railroad Freight Rate Case. 

The attention of the entire financial 
community is centered on the railroad 
freight rate case, though the pros- 
pects for a decision are not more im- 
mediate than the middle or end of May, 
according to general belief. The pres- 
entation of the railroad side of the case 
is practically completed, and it does 
not seem to leave any grounds for 
denial. However, it is understood 
that many large manufacturers and 
big shippers will appear in opposition 
to the granting of higher freight 
rates, and the strength of the affirma- 
tive side may not seem so strong when 
they are through. Decreasing earn- 
ings, retrenchment in equipment use 
and in men emploved, and small pur- 
chases of new supplies by the railroads 
have called most direct attention to 
their needs, from the railroad point of 
view at least. Compilations of earn- 
ings, with estimates, indicate that the 
combined net earnings of all of the 
roads of the country for the fiscal year 
to June 30 next will be between 
$75,000,000 and $100,000,000 less than 
the previous year. Gross income will 
be that much less than the year be- 
fore, and possibly more. Since January 
1, over 200,000 railroad men in all parts 
of the country have been discharged, 
while for two or thee months before 
the first of the year, H@qmidation of 
labor had been in progress. ~ 

The two ‘big eastern systems, the 
Pennsylvania and the New York Cen- 
tral, showed big decreases in February 
earnings. The Central’s gross was 
$3,400,000 less than in the second 
month of 19138, with net showing about 
the same decrease. For the first two 
months, gross was $39,872,157, or 
$6,400,000 less than for the first two 
months of 1913, with net $2,326,817, a 
decrease of $7,100,000 from the same 
period the year before. The Pennsyl- 
vania report was almost as poor, with 
February gross falling off $3,600,000 
and net $2,500,000. The two months’ 
gross of $51,899,660 for the Pennsyl- 
system showed $6,500,000 de- 
crease, with net of $2,809,701, showing 
nearly $5,000,000 decrease. 

The most important new financing 
announcement of the week was that 
New York City would sell $65,000,000 
4% per cent 50-year debenture stock 
on April 15. A successful sale is an- 
ticipated, as the new securities “when 
issued” commanded a premium at once.

At their highest prices 
were 25 to 30 points over last week’s 
close. The range was 22 to 29 points. 

Too much rain was complained of in 
south Texas, while in south Georgia 
temperatures were too low. Much de- 
lay to planting was reported in Texas 
and fear was felt that the August 
movement of new cotton this year 
would be unusually small thereby in- 
creasing the bullishness of the old crop 
situation. 

Calbled reports from Manchester 
told of a greatly increased business in 
cloths, which were followed by reports 
of a much larger spot demand in Liv- 
erpool.

There were also the men who had 
been the library board during the 
nineties, and at the very crucial time 
when the old library was changed to 
the public library. 

The Honor Guest. 

All the trustees, past trustees and 
present trustees, paid their tribute of 
interest and real affection to the hon- 
ored guest of the occasion, Anne Wal- 
lace Howland. As librarian of the 
Young Men’s library for several years, 
and afterwards as the librarian of the 
new public library and the founder of 
the library school, she had been their 
greatest pet and their chief asset, and 
they came back delightedly to tell 
her so, 

The wives of the trustees made 
agreeable addition to the guests, and 
there were also included several At- 
lanta women who had rendered nota- 
ble assistance to the library in the 
early days when it needed help. 

As one leoked over the distinguish- 
ed company and realized that the men 
present had been hidden because of 
their interest and aid in the library 
movement, one also realized that the 
real Atlanta is a cultured Atlanta, and 
the real Atlanta people have always 
been men (and women) who were will- 
ing tq give of their time, their taste 
and their means to advance their com- 
munity along the path of greater en- 
lightenment.

'Hog Cholera Endangering Our 


Meat Supply. 
Judson C. Welliver, Washington cor- 
respondent of Farm and Fireside, the 


national farm paper published at 
Springfield, Ohio, writes in the current 
of that publication under the 

“The Nation Strikes at Hog 
Cholera.” In reporting a bill to appro- 
priate $500,000 for the federal govern- 
ment’s part in this anti-cholera cam- 
|paign, the house committee on agricul- 
'ture declares that the whole question 
'of the national meat supply is involved. 
' Right now an alarming decrease in the 
country’s supply of hogs is taking 
place. Following is an extract from 
Mr. Welliver’s article: 

“Hog cholera is a big national prob- 
lem—one that touches the meat supply 
of the nation, the cost of living, and 
the economic posture of the. whole 
|farming community. Estimates of the 
;annual loss by hog cholera are so 
} varied and represent so many points of 
i'view that they mean little. The de- 
‘partment of agriculture puts it at $75,- 
000,000 of direct loss, but that is neces- 
| Sarily only a part of the actual dam- 
jage done. If that many hogs die of 


cholera in a given year there will be 
'fewer hogs in succeeding years. 

| “But this is only a narrow view. The 
‘hog is a sort of by-product of the pro- 
'duection of beef. Men who raise meat 
animals on business principles, in the 
‘corn country, figure that if they come 
'out even on the steers the hogs that 
'*‘follow the steers’ will earn a profit on 
ithe whole transaction, The two neces- 
sarily go together in the best 
manufacturing process. If cholera 
kills the hogs, or the fear of it keeps 
farmers from raising hogs, then the 
steer-and-hog combination is smashed 
and there will be disposition to get out 
of meat-raising entirely. This is re-

Mrs. Galliher goes on as fol- 
lows:

One man present asked per- 
mission for just one question. He 
asked, “What kind of henhouse do vou 
| have?” The woman hesitated, looked

_in the current issue of Farm 
lireside, the national farm paper pub- 
lished at Springfield, Ohio. Herbert 
Quick, the editor, says that we citizens 
pay our scientists and experts but that 
few of us use them as we might. There 
‘iS mot a worm, a bug, a blight, a dis 
ease or a problemof the soil which is 
not studied by these hired men of ours 
and about which they are not anxious 
to tell us. Mr. Quock goes on in part 
as follows: 

“At the United States department 
of agriculture in Washington almost 
any question will be answered bv ex- 
perts free of charge. In such cases 
not even a stamp is required for reply. 
They will examine diseased plants and 
tell what the remedy is, if there is one. 
Someone has said that the way to tell 
a toadstool from mushroom is to eat 
it—if you die it’s a toadstool: but these 
experts will save you the trouble of dy- 
ng, and tell you in case of doubt. if 
you will ‘send them the specimen. 

“The number of things an observant 
farmer—especially a young one—wants 
to know is simply illimitable. And he 
can be sure that if there is an answer 
it will be sent him. The country 
teacher who wants to ruralize her rural! 
school might well ask for these prob- 
lems to be brought to the school and 
sent thence to the experts. Such a pol- 
icy will do much to bring the govern- 
ment closer to the farms, and to make 
the pupils feel that it is really their 
government.”

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News of Mass.-Georgia School 


The Cross Model school opened the 
latter part of November with the best 
attendance and spirit that has been 
manifest since I have been in Cass. 
Each pupil entered with a full determ- 
ination to do his part of the work for 
the year and so far I have very little 
objection to raise concerning the prog- 
ress of those pupils who have been with 
us the entire term. Patrons, pupils and 
teachers have worked in perfect har- 
mony throughout the year. Of course, 
ther are those who entered late in 
the term who are not working in per- 
fect harness: yet taking the school as 
a whole there has been an unusual 
amount of interest and enthusiasm. 

Working harmoniously as we have 
has accomplished much in our work 
that we believe is worth while. We 
have just finished an order for a maga- 
zine rack for one of our very good 
friends in Cartersville and have orders 
for several othe to be delivered in 
a few days. Our next work in this 
department is a closed book case for 
the Oak Grove school, which order has 
brought to us another from the prin- 
cipal of that school. We are always 
glad when our work merits the appro- 
bation of those who see it. Besides 
these articles which we have sold, we 
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have made several others for our 
school. 

The domestic science classes have 
taken up the practical part of the sci- 
ence as well as the theoretical. They 
have learned how. to make the most 
common foods wholesonie and pala- 
table. A great deal of interest has 
been manifest this division of the 
work. 

The children in the 
who are just beginning 
studying hand sewing. 
ready taken about fifteen of the sim- 
pler and are now ready to 
take up the more difficult ones. A 
little later they will make simple 
garments, on which they may put into 
practice the stitches already learned. 
The older pupils in the werk are mak- 
ing cooking aprons and piewes of under- 
wear. They have pveen taught to read 
carefully the directions on the pat- 
terns and to follow them explicitly. 

We are trying our practical agri- 
culture again this year. Our garden 
was turned early jn the fall and now 
about half of it is planted in Irish po- 
tatoes. which we hope will be very 
profitable to us. Each pupil in the agri- 
cultural class has a demonstration plot 
in the school garden. This is culti- 
vated in whatever the pupil desires.

We have constructed a hot bed on our 
campus, in which we have planted to- 
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mato and cabbage seeds. We hope to 
sell these plants to help defray our ex- 
penses. 

Through Mrs. M. L. Johnson we se- 
cured a hundred packages of vegetable 
and flower seeds from Hon. Gordon 
Lee. These the children have taken 
to their homes, the products from two 
packages of seed to be returned to the 
school and the products from the other 
three to be kept for their own use. 
We hope to realize a good sum from 
this plan. . 

The pupils are taking a very great 
interest in beautifying our school 
grounds. We have two very pretty 
school garden8, one made and kept by 
the pupils of the primary department 
and one by the older pupils. 

Mrs. A. O. Granger kindly offered us 
privet plants to be put into a hedge 
around the school grounds. We are 
also building a walk in front of our 
schoolhouse, using cement for the steps 
and curbstone and filling in with 
gravel. We had hoped to build a cement 
walk, but just at present could not 
bear the expense. All of the expense 
of these improvements is borne by the 
Cass School Improvement club.

others.” In recent years we have been 
placing more stress than ever before 
upon the patriotism of helpfulness to 
our countrymen and countrywomen, 
especially to the young who need the 
opportunities we can give them to de- 
velop into worthy successors of our 
patriot forefathers. More and more 
do those great builders of monuments, 


the Daughters of the American Revo- 
iution, and their 


atriotic sisters, the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
become builders of living monuments. 

Since the last conference we have 
made good progress in this work. Ef- 
forts of our state committee on com- 
pulsory school attendance, which are 
discussed in the report of its able 
chairman, Mrs. A. O. Harper, have 
gone far toward securing for Georgia 
a law which will give better opportu- 
nities to children prevented by igno- 
rant or indifferent parents from get- 
ting the first elements of an education. 
The bill introduced in the senate by 
Senator Sweat, which was prepared at 
the request of Mrs. Harper and ap- 
proved by the state superintendent of 
schools, and which passed the senate 
by a good majority, may meet with 
formidable opposition in the house of 
rapresentatives when it is reached 
next summer, and it is hoped that in 
the meantime the daughters in all 
parts of the state will use teeir best 
efforts to secure the passage of the 
bill in the house. 

A notable contribution to patriotic 
education is the Revolutionary Reader, 
compiled and published by our state 
regent, Mrs. F‘oster, in which many 
chapters and members of the society 
are represented by historical contribu- 
tions. We hope that each chapter will 
strive to increase the circulation of 
this book. 

Chapters in all parts of the United 
States continue their generous assist- 
ance to children in the mountain 
schools of this state, and Georgia 
chapters should not be less zealous in 
helping Georgia children than are 
chapters in distant states which are 
working hard to raise funds for our 
boys and girls. 

The chairman of this committee has 
written to each of the Georgia chap- 
ters to obtain reports of educational 
work and of contributions for educa- 
tional purposes, and replies have been 
recejved from most of them.

CLEAN UP EVERY DAY. 


Apropos the proposal to clean up and paint 
up for grand opera week and the Shriners, 
writes The Constitution 
that it is a “sad commentary upon municipal! 
principles that a city should wait for some 
big event before applying brush and mop.” 

We agree with our correspondent, though 
it may be said in extenuation that Atlanta 
is not the only. city that transgresses in this 
direction. The “spotless town” idea goes 
marching on, but it has yet to record a uni- 
versal conquest. 

In this connection, a big opportunity 
offers to the club women of Atlanta, of 
every Georgia town and city, for that mat- 
ter. Every good housewife considers it as 


among her first duties to route dirt and 
disease-breeding uncleanliness. There is 
every reason why this instinct for cleaning 
should be broadened to include the neigh- 
borhood as well as the home. Once the 
women of the different neighborhoods are 
aggressively interested in cleaning up, and 
keeping clean, we shall have a city free of 
dingy houses, ugly sidewalks, unsightly and 
insanitary backyards. 

But a beginning must be made, and one 
can be easily dramatized by two such big 
events as grand opera week and the assem- 
bling of the Shriners. The instinct of civic 
pride is a powerful stimulus. Let home- 
owners once enjoy the beauty of cleanliness, 
and it is likely to become a habit. Let them 
once find, from actual experience, that a 
freshly-painted house and _ well-ordered 
premises are more valuable from the realty 
standpoint than dirt and dinginess, and the 
bigger battle will have been won. 

If the slogan of “clean up and paint up” 
is to materialize for grand opera week, there 
is no time to be lost. Though Atlanta is 
young, as the age of cities count, and as her 
wonderful progress is measured, she yet has 
had time to gather an accumulation ‘of 
buildings of all sorts and conditions, badly 
in need of paint and renovation. In the 
heart of town especially, where the smoke 
nuisance reaches a climax, one is reminded 
of the dust of ages. ; 

‘An important element of the campaign 
is the cleansing of public buildings and or- 
naments. Our polacy of accepting public 
monuments, then letting them accumulate 
grime and dirt, is a violation of the civic 
code and a distinct discouragement to 
public-spirited citizens who may be terapted 
to make such sightly gifts to the city. The 
care of public property should be made a 
part of our annual budget, just as is every 
other department of the city. It should not 
have to depend upon spasmodic campaigns 
and newspaper reproaches. 


THE FIFTH REGIMENT. 


Atlantans who have employees in the 
Fifth Georgia regiment will do well to read 
the communication of Colonel Orville H. 
Hall, published elsewhere. 

Colonel Hall speaks of the indifference 
of employers whose workers are connected 
with the Fifth, and declares that this spirit 
is menacing the integrity of the regiment. 

Atlanta is one of the few cities in the 
south that supports a whole regiment. 
What such an asset may mean in times 
of riot or disorder, it is needless to elab- 
orate. The availability of a command of 
this size and discipline may spell the dif- 
ference between order and chaos, bloodshed 
and peace. 

Each year, there is a recurring dispute 
as to whether or not employers shall be 
lenient to employees in the matter of mem- 
bership in the regiment. The inconven- 
ience visited on the employer is negligible. 
The positive and the possible gains are 
tangible and out of all proportion. 

It is to be hoped that with the typical 
“Atlanta spirit” the prominent Atlantans 
who employ the young men enlisted in the 
Fifth will co-operate in making it possible 
for them to hold a consecutive membership 
and to lift the burden of inconvenience from 
their affiliations. 

The Fifth has been of tremendous prac- 
tical service in the past. Its future is as- 
sociated with prestige and practical benefit 
to the city. 


THE SUBMERGED EMPIRE. 


The chamber of commerce and repre- 
sentative men of Savannah are making un- 
usual preparations to entertain the Na- 
tional Drainage congress, which meets in 
annual session there this month. Arrange- 
ments are being made to accommodate 1,000 
of the most distinguished men from every 
part of the nation. A special train is to be 
placed at the disposal of President Wilson, 
the vice president and such of the cabinet 
officers and congressmen who will be able 
to attend. 

The extent of the submerged empire in 
the United States is enough to make the 
student of economics, jealous of waste, 
dribble at the mouth. In Georgia alone it 
has been estimated that if all sw&imp lands 
were reclaimed, enough land would be re- 
stored to agriculture to feed at least half 
the state’s present population of 2,000,000- 
odd people. In varying ratios, the other 
southern states own recoverable areas, and 
in the west the sum total will go to still 
higher dimensions. 

Influences radiating from the National 
Drainage congress have been responsible 
for much of the reclamation work as to 
swamp lands in this country. Members of 
the congress proceed on the assumption 
that if waterways and harbors are legit- 
imate subjects for governmental expendi- 
ture, the restoring to man’s use of acres 
now under water comprises an enterprise 
even more practical, certainly fraught with 
more good to more people. 

At the rate the cost of living is advancing 
in this country and idle lands being requisi- 
tioned for the task of feeding and housing 
the masses, we shall need every acre under 
the Stars and Stripes within the next few 
years. The projects of the National Drain- 
age congress should interest every Amer- 
ican. They ought particularly to interest 
the southern people, since the holding here 
of the congress is likely to turn the atten- 
tion of congress to southern projects long 
neglected for more iridescent projects in 
the far west. So far as the entertainment 
end is concerned, Savannah may be relied 
upon to take care of the congress in a 
fashion faithfully trailing the best tradi- 
tions of southern hospitality.

| What Makes Murderers? 
Patting Gunmen Under 
Lens of Cold Science

How are “gunmen” made? 

“Gyp the Blood,” “Lefty Louie,” “Whitey 
Lewis” and “Dago Frank” will die in Sing 
Sing during the week of April 13, tniess 
the governor of New York intervenes. 
When their bodies are lifted fro:n the chair 
society will rest content in t belief that 
it has done its utmost to make~their cases 
crime deterrents. 

All society seems to ask is did they kill 
Rosenthal, the gambler and “squealer,” who 
was shot in July, 1912? And wiil chey pay 
the penalty? Doubtless this is svciety’s 
first responsibility. 

But shall we stop there? Is it not im- 
portant to learn as much as possible of their 
early lives and associations to discover how 
we may prevent more “gunmen” from being 
made? Where did these four boys come 
from? Who are their parents? How was 
their childhood spent? Did they become 
murderers in a day? 

“Lefty Louie.” 

“Lefty Louie’ was born in the heart of 
New York’s congested lower east side. The 
family is one of réspectable, orthodox Jews. 
The father, financially well off, is trustee 
of a synagogue. No suspicion of crime has 
ever been lodged against any other members 
of the family. 

After an illness at the age of 6, the doc- 
tor said that Louie must have all the fresh 
air he could get. At that time the family 
was poor and the only fresh air for Louie 
was in the _ street. The stern houserold 
discipline was then broken down. The 
myriad sights and sounds he had wondered 
about, he could now investigate first hand 
New friends were waiting to teacn him 
the amusements of the doorstep and the 
sidewalk. 

In a couple of years he became, Says his 
father, a “street fiend.’’ The first misdeed 
his family knew about happened when he 
was 11 or 12. With another boy he tried 
to take some money out of a little bank in 
which his brother kept his savings. 

All this time he was going to both the 
public and Hebrew schools and receiving 
the usual religious instruction of his race. 
At 12 or 13 he had become a frequenter of 
pool rooms, where he probably learned how 
to pick pockets. He was sent away to a 
private school for a year, and after ihat 
worked both in the shipping department of 
a department store and in his fathers office. 

But his passionate longing for the street 
continued. His first arrest was in 1207, 
when Louie was 16. The charge was “dis- 
orderly conduct,” and he was sent to the 
House of Refuge. Soon after he came out 
he was arrested for picking a pocket and 
sent to the House of Correction for. nine 
months. These were his only arrests up to 
the murder of Rosenthal. 

“Whitey Lewis.” 

Whitey Lewis came to this country with 
family from Poland in 1900, when he 
was 12 years old. In Poland, the family 
says, he never got into trouble. His pa- 
rents are Jews and are poor. The excite- 
ment of street life in New York city was 
too much for Whitey, with his rural up- 
bringing, and during his first year here 
he made the acquaintance of professional 
criminals in Chinatown. He worked for a 
while in a bookbinding shop and then 
started to learn tin-smithing with an uncle 
in Jersey City. 
His first arrest 
pleaded guilty to grand larceny in 
second degree and was sent to Elmira re- 
formatory. He was paroled and earned his 
absolute release in seven months. Two other 
convictions for similar offenses followed, 
and then Whitey entered the army and went 
to the Philippines. 

There he got into a struggle 
low who taunted him for being a Jew, and 
Whitey, who had a knife in his hand, cut 
his persecutor. He was given hard labor 
for three months and dishonorably dis- 
charged. He returned to this country and 
fell in wit hhis old associates. Like Lefty 
fell in with his old associates. Like Lefty 
the witness stand that he had met Jack 
Zelig, the notorious gang leader, about a 
year before the murder.

Soon after he left this job he was con- 
victed of carrying concealed weapons. This 
is the only charge, except that of murder- 
ing Rosenthal, ever made against him. 
Frank says the weapons were handed him 
by an ex-convict and that he was caught 
with them fifteen minutes later. He was 
sent to Elmira reformatory, and after four- 
teen months was paroled, earning his ab- 
solute release in seven months. 

He worked a year as steamfitter’s 
helper for a construction company and no 
complaint was made against his character 
or industry. 

By what steps he came to be a member 
of the notorious Jack Zelig gang, it is dif- 
ficult to learn. The attorney, who defend- 
ed him -:and the other gunmen, that 
he is “the pity and conundrum of the four.” 
This attorney thinks that it was the evil 
associations Frank formed while in the re- 
formatory that caused his undoing. frank 
was one of the few non-Jews to belong to 
Zelig’s gang. A Jew had once given his 
mother and sister employment and helped 
them with their rent. Frank has ever since 
had a kindly feeling for Jews. When Zeadig 
was killed a letter from Frank was found 
on his body reciting these facts, saying: 
“Although I'm a wop, I Know you'll stick 
by me.”

The next year, for a similar of- 
fense, he was sentenced to nine months in 
the city reformatory. He served a second 
term in the reformatory and then a year in 
the state’s penitentiary. Two of Gyp’s 
brothers Have been arrested also. 

Such are the histories of four young men 
now looked upon as desperate and hardened 
criminals. Yet beyond their connection with 
one crime, the world has shown no concern 
in the &tages by which their criminal ca- 
reers developed. None of the parents of the 
x<unmen has ever been charged with crime. 
The early years of each of the four seem to 
have been normal and ée$ Sstraightforward. 
Gradually they made the acquaintance of 
older boys and men who had mastered the 
rick of turning an easy dollar. Their own 
entrances imto crime were gradual and be- 
can, in every case but that of Dago Frank, 
with attempts to get spending money 
easily. None of them was given the bene- 
fit of probation or a suspended sentence. 

Do not these facts suggest the impor- 
tance not only of punishing criminais, but 
also of finding out why they are criminals? 
Shall we be content merely with providing 
electric chairs and other methods for dis- 
posing of the finished criminal, or shall we 
attack the processes by which criminals -are 
made?

That it is the duty of the~legislative 
body to conserve the _ state’s funds goes 
without saying, but there is a duty no less 
imperativg to utilize far-reaching opportuni- 
ties sucheas the Panama-Pacific exposition 
will afford to advertise the state’s resources 
and activities at a time when to neglect 
to do so would be to a degree irreparable. 

I do not wish to be understood as offer- 
ing advice to the representatives chosen 
by the people of Georgia to disburse their 
monéy, but | wish to urge upon these rep- 
resentatives a careful consideration of the 
benefit that would accrue to the state from 
an appropriation for an exhibit at the San 
Francisco exposition. 

Broad Activities. 

Any exhibit representing the state of 
Georgia would naturally include her geolog- 
ical, agricultugal and other material re- 
sources, but I wish to emphasize the im- 
portance of an appropriation taking into 
especial account her educational and intel- 
lectual activities. A nation’s schools are 
her bulwarks of civilization. 

The educational problem is one that is 
largely engaging the attention of the forces 
of progress the world over, and since the 
Strangers, who might be led to contemplate 
seeking homes within Georgia’s gates, would 
doubtless desire accurate information con- 
cerning her schools—how they work, what 
they achieve and what are their ideals, 
plans and outlook for advancement—an ex- 
hibit showing that the leaders of her edu- 
cational forces are alive to the necessity 
of being in line with the world-wide move- 
ment for enlightened progress would not 
only benefit the state by encouraging im- 
migration, but would reflectively stimulate 
the schools themselves to greater achieve- 
ment.

The immediate cause of the 
awakening seems to have pneen the recent 
census showing an unusually high mortal- 
ity rate in the south and the véry wise desire 
of southern whites to refute the popular con- 
that there is a higher death rate in 
cities than in other communities. 
statement by the census bureau 
that the mortality is swelled by the negro 
population is not sufficient to clear that 
section of the country of such a charge, they 
say; it is engage actively in 
some kind of warfare that will effectually 
put an end to such statistics. 

/ The best way to escape, it Is 
for the white people to take an active part 
in the clean-up, and this is one of the pur- 
poses of the conference; to public 
sentiment and support that will only 
recognize the conditions but at the same 
time enlist in their extermination. Under the 
leadership of Dr. Dowling, president of the 
Louisiana board of health, the movement 
will no doubt acquire the necessary momen- 
tum to carry it to success. 

Atlanta Awake. ® 

The negro knows little of sanitary sci- 
ence, but there is no doubt that he is willing 
to be taught. Neglect and ignorance have 
so lomg been the rule that conditions have 
become a serious menace to the whites and 
negroes alike, for the two cannot be con- 
sidered separately when it comes to a mat- 
ter of public health. 

Miserable shacks, owned by white people; 
lack of any Sanitation; no pave- 
sidewalks: standing water winter 
and summer: absence of sewers and water 
connections—all these, and more, have been 
largely determining factors in the high mor- 
tality. Consumption, as a result, is on an 
alarming increase, the rate being double that 
among the whites. Malignant diseases rare- 
ly receive the proper treatment, exposure in- 
cidenta!] to poverty goes unattended and the 
simplest health regulations are disregarded 
—especially among the poorer classes and in 
the congested quarters of tne larger cities. 
The condition is true of nearly every city 
in the south. 

In Atlanta the 
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newspapers have been 
pointing out the need of active remedial 
measures. Not a few cases have been re- 
ported where malignant, contagious diseases 
have been brought into the homes of white 
residents by negro servants living in insan- 
itarv shacks and huts in ill-kept city dis- 
tricts. Houston has complained on the same 
score, for it, too. has found a disagreeable 
array of vital statistics chalked up against 
it by the federal bureau.

Editor Constitution: Atlanta is the only 
city south of Baltimore which has a full 
regiment of militia. This is a distinction 
which Atlanta should be loath to relinquish 
from a standpoint of civic pride, but it Is 
not of this that I want to talk. 

We are told that this is an age of cOm- 
mercialism and I] want to show the busi- 
ness men of Atlanta in this statement that, 
from a purely cold-blooded business stand- 
point, there is no better investment they 
can make than to encourage their employees 
to belong to the militia. 

The only money we get from the 
of Atlanta for the support of the 
regiment is a thousand dollars ror janitor 
service and suppties. This amount invested 
by the city would pay for the services for 
a year of one policeman. Contributed to 
the militia it gives Atlanta 700 trained- and 
armed men to protect lives and property in 
every case of trouble and emergency W hen 
additional protection is needed. 

Atlanta’s force of 300 policemen is ad- 
mittedly numerically too sniall, even for 
normal times. The value of the militia in 
Atlanta is not theoretical. It was proven 
in the time of the big riot. It is the fate 
of all cities, no matter how well governed, 
to meet occasions of that kind periodically. 
Unless Atlanta is different from any other 
city in the world, sooner or later there ‘will 
again be occasion, though not necessaril) 
of the same kind, to call on Atlanta’s militia 
for the protection of lives and property. 

How a Regiment Helps. 

The presence of a regiment of militia in 
Atlanta has a direct effect on fire insurance 
and tax rates. It has an effect on all big 
business interests. Investigation shows that 
it is taken into consideration when big out- 
side insurance companies and capitalists in- 
vest great sums in Atlanta. 

The only thing that Atlanta has to sub- 
scribe to keep the regiment intact is the 
paltry thousand dollars from thecity andthe 
time which employers permit their men to 
have off for special duty and for the annual 
ten days in camp. This time does not 
amount to nearly as much as tie public 
may imagine from the recent opposition to 
the militia of some Atlanta employers. § In 
most instances the ten days’ camp is ac- 
cepted by the employee as his vacation time. 
No time from work is required for drills, 
because the drills take place at night 
every Monday evening. 

The only time when a man is actually 
called from his work is for two or three 
parades on special occasions each year, and 
for very occasional emergency duty in time 
of riot or for the protection of prisoners. 
During the past vear I recall only three 
occasions when the men were specially 
called on—one for the Memorial day parade, 
another for the Corn show parade and an- 
other was for the protection of the. courts 
at the trial at Cummings. The Memorial 
day parade and Corn show brought hun- 
dreds of out-of-town visitors to Atlanta 
who patronize Atlanta stores and Atlanta 
industries, and with probably a great deal 
more profit to employers than they could 
have lost by the absence of their men from 
duty. 

It is not much that we are asking from 
employers in Atlanta, in consideration of 
what they receive in return. The United 
States government spends $2,000,000 a year 
for the militia; $80,000 comes to Georgia. 
and more than one-third of the $80,000 is 
spent right here in Atlanta. The Georgia 
legislature appropriates $25,000 more, of 
which Atlanta gets a large share. 

The attitude of the government toward 
the militia is further shown by the fact 
that it has directed that all government 
employees be permitted and encouraged to 
join the national guard. 

I am confident that business men in 
lanta, who have made it difficult for their 
employees to be members of the militia. 
have not stopped to take these facts into 
consideration. If the militia asked that the 
men be given regular time off for drill every 
week or every month, it would be a dif- 
ferent proposition, but the men ar® willing 
to use their own time at night. They are 
willing to accept the ten days in camp as 
vacations, which they would get, anyway, 
in most circumstances; so that, as I have 
pointed out before, the extra time they take 
from work amounts to only two or thre: 
days a year. 

The Monday night drills cannot in any, 
way interfere with the efficiency of an orn 
ployee for work the next day. If the man 
is a clerk in an office or Store, the exer 
cise he gets in the drill is a healthy diver- 
sion. He will be better for th. next day 
than if he had spent the evening at th:

theater or on the street. Membership in the 
militia conserves efficiency. 

We are trying more and more to 
our armory a high class club—but minus 
the liquor features, mind you—and we hope 
eventually to install more adequate baths. a 
swimming pool, gymnasium and reading 
room, With what we already have I be- 
lieve any young man is made a better and 
more Valuable employee by the training he 
gets in the militia. It inculeates 
Soldierly Obedience in him. It 
red-blooded and healthy. 

We Stand Highest. 

Atlanta ought to be proud of her militia 
men. AS a matter of fact, Georgia stands 
highest in efficiency and equipment among 
all the southern states. It means some- 
thing to keep a regiment like this alive in 
Atlanta. It is a thing Atlanta is proud of 
From a civic standpoint it is a good “ad- 
vertisement” for Atlanta and is a plain busi- 
ness proposition; it is an asset to 
business man in Atlanta. 

In conclusion, I want to 
word for my brother officers 
We get no pay for being in the militia. 
It is hard work that we are doing for the 
Civic good, just as other men give their serv- 
ices free to the chamber of commerce and 
other civic organizations for the upbuilding 
of Atlanta. The pay that the officers re- 
ceive for the ten days they are in camp 
each year does not begin to pay their ac- 
tual expenses, and there is not an Officer 
in the militia who does not contribute hig 
money as well as his time to the cause. 

I feel that this ought to be said, so 
that it may be plainly understood that 
neither I nor any other officer can have any 
selfish or personal interest in keeping the 
militia alive. 

I want the business men of Atlanta to 
think about this proposition. [f want them 
to realize that it is to their own advantage 
to keep the militia alive. I want them to 
remember that when they do need the mili- 
tia, they need it mighty bad.

Madrid, April 4.—Active Alfonso 
has thrown himself heart and soul into 
feminism. ‘That is his latest sport. He 
has been moved to this by accident and 
by his queen, Victoria. When Alfonso 
last month went to Santander to talk 
to the mayor about his new palace, he 
said to a welcoming group of pretty 
maids from the Bay of Biscay’s coast 
that “Spain’s schools heed first and last 
a system of practical training for 
girls in order that these may become 
“workers and citizens as well as wives 
and mothers.’ This amazed the pretty 
Biscay maids, whose chief notion of 
being workers and citizens is sitting 
for hours at a time up to their necks, 
in the neighboring sea baths of Sardi- 
nero. 
Alfonso’s conversion to feminism’s 
sacred cause started loyally with his 
own family. Until lately Alfonso re- 
garded his kinswomen in true Moorish 
spirit, and he made a fuss when even 
his elderly mother, the queen dowager, 
drove down the Prado without a duen- 
na. He made a bigger fuss when his 
aunt, the Infanta Eulalie, adopted the 
feminist occupation of authorship. Now 
with another aunt Alfonso has done 
just the opposite. He has actually 
changed the statutes of the Alfonso 
XTI Order so as to admit this aunt, 
the Infanta Maria de la Paz, the sec- 
ond sister of the late Alfonso XIL, who 
is married to Prince Ludwig Ferdinand 
‘of Bavaria, and resides at Munich.

Princess Ludwig Ferdinand has 
thrown herself boldly into the feminist 
particular she aims at 
knowledge of Spain, and 
helping Spanish students in south 
Germany.

the most talented and indefatigable of 
Spain's women writers, whose works 
fill forty-four volumes. Senora Bazan 
has also written plays for the Teatro 
Espanol. She lectures as professor in 
the School for Higher Studies of the 
Madrid Athenaeum. When Alfonso was 
told of the efforts which are being 
made by the ministry of education to 
improve schools for girls he said: “Why 
don’t you call in Senora Bazan?’ Soon 
afterwards the authoress was appoint- 
ed a member of the supreme commis- 
sion of the ministry. Alfonso has also 
intervened against the academy, which 
rejected the .candidateship of Senora 
Bazan on the ground of her sex. Asa 
result of the king’s intervention Senora 
Bazan will next year be elected. 
Alfonso’s visits to Santander town 
led him to make another excursion in 
feminism. Alfonso and Santander are 
great friends. Both are active anid 
sport-loving. Santander’s enterprising 
citizens latelv resolved to boom their 
town and the adjacent watering places 
by capturing Alfonso. Ther, therefore, 
built for the king on an eminence above 
the town a big chateau. The notion 
is that Alfonso will spenu there his 
summers and draw to Santander 
Madarid’s citizens. to whom the town is 
more easily accessible than the fash- 


he says: “The statutes need amend- 
ment because Spain is full of dis- 
tinguished women who are. striving, 
creating, and reforming; and these 
have the same right to be encouraged 
by the state as men have.” 

Alfonso’s next feminist step was to 
distinguish two famous Spanish wom- 
en. One is an actress, who is also a 
feminist philanthropist, the other a fa- 
mous authoress. The actress is Senora 
Tubau, a leader of the Spanish comic 
stage. Senora Tubau has made suc- 
cessful efforts to improve the material 
and moral position of women on the 
Spanish stage. She founded in 1909 a 
juriscic institute for actresses’ defense, 
and she fought through three judicial 
instances (ending up in Madrid su- 
preme court) a lawsuit to break the 
claim of impresarios to make life-con- 
tracts at low salaries with young ac- 
tresses of talent, who are thereby kept 
in a state of slavery. Alfonso sent 
for Senora Tubau and congratulated 
her, saying: “I should like to-have given 
judgment myself, but I am not an au- 
tocrat.”’ 


Decoration for Actress. 

He put down the actress’ name on 
the list of persons to get the Alfonso 
XII. order next year. This is the first 
time a Spanish actress has ever got | 
a Spanish decoration. The other lady 
whom Alfonso singled out for distinc- 


ionable San Sebastian. When Alfonso 
inspected the chateau he found that 
some of the designs for wall decora- 
tions are the work of young womeiu 
trained by nuns at Burgos, which is 
not far off. He remarked that the 
decorations executed by men were infe- 
rior to the originals which the men 
were working from, and he sent his 
secretary to Burgos to bring to San- 
tander the two young women who ¢id 
the designs. 
Nuns Suspected Evil Designs. 

At Burgos the secretary got a warm 
reception. The nuns suspected evil de- 
signs on the designers, and refused to 
give them up. Th® secretary telephoned 
to Alfonso and insisted. So four hours 
later there arrived in Santander two 
heavily veiled fair maids, accompanied 
by a miserable, whipped-looking sec- 
retary and a bodyguard of six stout 
and elderly nuns. Alfonso laughed ex- 
ceedingly. He ordered the designers 
to stay in Santander town and super- 
intend the work, and in reply to the 
vow of the nuns that they would never 
leave the young women, he paid for 
the ‘bodyguard’s hotel expenses for 
three weeks. To the uncomprehending 
nuns,’ Alfonso remarked: “There is 
no use training women to conquer life 
if vou make them afraid of life.’’ 

Alfonso is earnestly trying to put 
his precepts into practice. Most of his 


activities relate to the training of 
women in Madrid. He lately visited 
the technical training school for daugh- 
ters of officials of the Southern rail- 


way, and offered to pay the expenses 
of importing an Italian teacher of 
mosaic work. Alfonso is further spur- 
ring into feminist activity his cabinet. 
A whole series of feminist laws has 
been passed which bring Spain in this 
matter up to the most advanced coun- 
tries of central Europe. The most im- 
portant is the law regulating labor of 
women in factories, workshops and 
mines. As a result of this law the 
number of girls engaged in rough and 
unhealthy labor in mines has fallen off 
by 80 per cent. Under an adminis- 
trative change women have been ad- 
mitted to nine sub-departments of 
state ministries. As seome officials 
threatened to make trouble, the minis- 
ter of the interior issued an order 
threatening with dismissal any officials 
who show disrespect to their women 
colleagues, Two years ago Alfonso 
signed a law which compels all stores 
and offices to have a separate specially 
marked chair for every woman and 
girl in their employment, and it is 
now a punishable offense to prevent 
female employees making use of the 
chairs. Another reform in the feminist

“Not now,” said the girl, “but, 
thanks to your majesty’s advotacy, I 
may be able to in four years’ time.” The 
discovery that such futile interests as 
science and technology could be exalted 
and consecrated by sport gave Alfonso 
some respect for science and technology 
and this incident finally put him on the 
feminist path. 

So today Alfonso is the 
Spain’s feminists. Even his ultra- 
modern aunt, Eulalie, may hope to be 
forgiven for her precipitate book-writ- 
ing. But the nuns of Burgos still dis- 
approve, and the local bishop issued a 
decree warning young women against 
“sacrificing peace for the sake of 
work.”

WIED SECURES THRONE, 


Europe Amused by the Finan- 
cial Straits of the Al- 
banian Ruler.

Berlin, April 4.—HEurope has found 
; Amusement in the financial embarrass- 
ment of Prince William of Wied, who 
| was foreed to arrange all the prelim 
'inaries of his ascent to the throne 
of Albania on credit. 

Not until the last moment 
his departure from Berlin did the 
young monarch-elect succeed in get- 
ting any of the $1,000,000 loan which 
had been arranged by the powers. 
The result was that he was unable 
to meet the bill of $760 for moving 
his personal effects and furniture to 
the palace at Durazzo. The shipment 
was entrusted to the German agent 
of the Austrian state railways. who 
finally obtained orders from Vienna. 
to send the bills for transportation 
to the Austrian foreign office. 

Austria also paid the railway fares 
and hotel bills of the new monarch 
on his round of state visits to the 
capitals of Europe and furnished the 
Steamer to take him to Durazzo. The 
gorgeous uniform which the prince 
designed for his state entry was 
turned out by the Austrian court 
tailor, and the Albanian notables. who 
came to the prince’s German home at 
Neuwied to offer to him the crown. 
borrowed in Vienna, the money for the 
first payment on that necessary piece 
of royal equipment. 

The crown consists of a cirelet of 
gold set with turquoises, above which 
are six intersecting arches of gold, 
supporting at the apex the. “white 
star of Skanderbeg.”

Milledgeville, Ga., April 4.—(Special.) 
The Georgia Sunday Schoo! association 
meets in annual convention here on 
April 14. Every county in Georgia 
will be deeply concerned in the Sunday 
school convention which will be start- 
ed in this city on that day, and con- 
tinue till the night of the 16th. 

Not in the history of this good old state 
has there ever been so much interest 
taken in Sunday school work as at 
present. From Rabun Gap to Tybee 
Light all Georgia is awaking to the 
tremendous possibilities of the work 
of the Sunday school, and a wide- 
spread revival of that work is now be- 
joyed by all evangelical denomina-

D. W. Sims, at that time general 
secretary of the Alabama association, 
was employed as general secretary in 
this state, at a sacrifice to his own in- 
terests, since the state of Mississippi 
was urging him to go there at a salary 
of $1,800 a year more than Georgia 
could pay. Mr. Sims came to Georgia, 
found a depleted treasury and an ex- 
ecutive committee as all the resources 
to start with. With untiring zeal he 
has labored from then till now, and 
eighty counties have been organized for 
the work, while that many more are 
taking the initial steps toward organ- 
izing and enlisting in the greatfight.
